A NEW fleet of buses has been hired to 
transport special needs children and vul¬ 
nerable adults. 

Barking and Dagenham Council said the 
16 vehicles were more comfortable, small¬ 
er, faster and more economical than previ¬ 
ous buses. 

They aim to save money and get access 
to narrower lanes and streets. 

A spokesman said; “Users in wheel¬ 
chairs are finding the new design much 
easier to use and though the vehicles have 
a large capacity, they are still small enough 
to negotiate the borough’s back roads.” 

A ramp at the rear makes it easier and 
quicker to get wheelchairs on and off. 
They have been hired on a seven year 
lease. Emissions are lower than the older 
buses, and they are more economical to 
run. 

Councillor Rocky Gill, Cabinet Member 


for Finance and Education, said: “We’re 
proud to be able to unveil this new trans¬ 
port fleet. 

“Both passengers and drivers have given 
positive feedback about the new buses, 
and having seen them myself I’m 
impressed by how spacious and comfort¬ 
able they are. 

“Before the vehicles were hired we 
asked the drivers what kind of buses they 
would like to drive. Some of the com¬ 
ments which came back were that previ¬ 
ous buses have been too big to get down 
back streets, and that the rear-loading- 
wheelchair lifts were cumbersome and dif¬ 
ficult to use. 

“We hope that the new buses have 
solved some of those problems, making 
journeys quicker and easier for everyone.” 

The buses are based at the depot in 
Thames View.
